Coming back to the fifth wheel service, we realized that the hospital is 
primarily an orthopaédic one and that outside of our regular clinics we contribute 
very little. But inasmuch as ve are now a hospital for special surgery, we feel 
our surgery is as special as the next fellow's, “’e pride ourselves on being a 
little more than just @ urolozical service, We are a 100% ruptured and crippled 
elummi, and my own association with the hospital goes back twenty-three years when 
I came here as a resident student, when Dr. Royal ‘7hitman used to take great delight 
in telling his audience that he, 2s chief, got a resident student as anesthetist 
while his assistants on the second table got the paid anesthetist. That is why I 
felt particularly like a fifth wheeler when in Dr. Colonna's Apologia for who was 
invited to Dr. Whitman's dinner, s2id it was only the sacro sanct = the orthopaedic 
surgeons, Some day I'll give up urology and capitalize like the rest of you on the 
orthopaedic training I had under Dr. ‘Thitman, But perhaps that would not be fair 
to that good old hernia club, as Joe Flick used to. call us, where we cocked our feet 
on the table and covered everything from Kangaroo ‘tendon to stock market quotations 
in any afternoon, ee 


What I do feel strongly is that the practice of medicine as we knew it 
before the war is definitely sone, and in it's place some form of prepay clinics and 
government subsidy will be in force after the war. You fellows, who are in the ser- 
vice, will be the .ones who will be in the administrative end of it.

ks “falter Reed Hospital is one of the five amputation centers, Col. 
Thompson"s specialty has been rehabilitation of amputees. Guillotine amputetion 
is now the rule at field and, casualty centers, and plastic repair of the stumps is 
done at the amputation center. Within four to six weeks after amputation, the 
patient. is: fitted with a fiber leg in which a leather bucket is suspended, The 
leather bucket is changed as often as necessary until the patient is ready for his 
permanent prosthesis. Methods of training these patients to walk were illustrated 
and various problems involved were discussed. It is interesting that Col, Thompson 
feels that in the upper extremity, digits should be sacrificed if it is felt that 
they will in any way handicép the use of the extremity.

It's sort of a mensurement of one’s general discomfort which people are 
always trying to build up. The Army has an ingenious scheme for morale building 
“ith numerous carefully calculated steps to gradually pull one out of the dumps, 

It begins vith a cigarette and hot drink on the beach and works up thru, the first 
fire, the first tent, a stove, candy bars, mail, fresh meat, prefabricated huts and 
other surprises yet to come. The final stage is to be kissed by a movie starlet. 


Our greatest achievement so far is en officer's mess = home made of scrap 
lumber, tin, canves, and paper. (deleted by the censor-=~----- ) 32 x 16 x 8 feet it 
contains booths, sofas, and a super bar complete with foot rail and a Varga type 
mural across the front = life size and lovely. 


So you see girls wheat happens to people who don't live right. After 18 

months of the Army, do you wonder that I wented to talk. Of this funless, vwomanless 
world on the road to Tokio, I can only say that never have so many gone so long with 
so little. I might add that Riley was no dope. 


Well girls, I have to go now, down to emergency room to strap some feety 
but I'll be back.
